And if 
the Church-wardens, or Side-men will not do their Duty 
herein; yet the Miniſter of every Pariſh, ( or in his ab- 
fence the Curate ) may, and ought to preſent fuch Perſons, 
and Things as want due Reformarion ; for upon them is the 
chief Care incumbent of ſuppreſſing Sin, and Wickednels, 
and all Irregularities in their Pariſhes. Andlet all of both 
{orts know affuredly, that as the Conſcientious Diſcharge 
of their Duty herein is the next, and readieft Mean, where- 
by publick Diſorders and Offences may come to be puniſh- 
ed and reformed fo if they wilfully refuſe, or neglect 
to diſcover ſuch things, as either they themſelves know, 
or by common Fame have heard to have been, or tobe 
amiſs in their Pariſh, the Guilt will lie at their Doors ;

and as becomes honeſt and conſcientious Men : And laſtly, That you 
tender this Account to Our Commiſſioners at the Viſitation in a Paper 
by it ſelf fairly written, ſeparate from your other Preſentments. And
